Highlights

The Strategic Plan Steering Committee
reviewed 2004-05 goals, monitored and
evaluated progress throughout the year. A
public opinion survey was conducted in January
regarding school facilities.

Work continued on alignment of curriculum,
instruction, & assessment with a focus on data
analysis. Fall ISAT scores showed that our
tenth grade students ranked in the top 5% in the
state in all three subject areas tested:
Mathematics, Reading, and Language Usage.

The Facilities Planning Committee advanced a
comprehensive facilities proposal to the
Superintendent & Board in February. Work
continues on developing a facilities
improvement plan following an unsuccessful
bond proposal.

The District continues to work with the City of
Moscow and Gritman Medical Center to
collaboratively build a technology infrastructure.
